ing the demands of proper association and the most common 
ideal of such an apartment.

/TM1E eight room house given here shows how the application 
of the principles set out in the previous pages may be 
made to serve their practical purposes under any and 
all conditions. For it does not matter what the circum- 
stances are there can be but one solution of the problem if we 
expect to obtain perfect and harmonizing consequences. More- 
over, if there is any rule that can be laid down, and such as 
may, under any circumstances, be followed to the accomplish- 
ment of proper results, it is certain that such rule will apply in 
all cases, and to the most simple as well as the more intricate 
problem. 

Among the accommodations in this house are a hall with 
stairs serving the double purpose of basement and second story 
communication and so as to provide hall closet and lavatory 
convenience. The back stairs combine to provide a refrigera- 
tor room in close communication with the kitchen and back 
entry. 

This house with cellars, furnace and the most modern 
conveniences throughout can be built at a cost of $1,900.

BUT after all how are we to proceed in view of the princi- 
ples laid down here, and what are the steps to be taken 
in the development of our plans. We have said that 
because it was possible to make a complete analysis of the 
house we were not left to uncertainty in the matter of sure re- 
sults, and could know from the beginning the end of our work. 

We have also said that a house consisted of "rooms and 
thoroughfares," and in order to make the subject simple as pos- 
sible we will begin by defining the term thoroughfare, as applied 
to dwellings. To say that it is an unobstructed passage from 
one opening to another, scarcely makes this subject sufficiently 
plain, for in modern architecture we have come to consider the 
halls of a house more in the sense of thoroughfares than its 
more ancient predecessor, " the place of audience. 1 ' Although 
this more ancient use to which this space was assigned cannot 
be wholely ignored in planning. 

We will, however, for the sake of clearness, confine our- 
selves to its most modern use and consider it in the light of 
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Design \ 34.

halls or passage ways. That division of a house then which 
serves the purposes of communication between the living, 
working and sleeping apartments may very appropriately be 
called its thoroughfares, and as their relationship to the other 
divisions of a house makes them amenable to a corresponding 
classification, it will be well for us to consider here the uses to 
which the rooms of a house are usually assigned. 

There are those rooms in a house which are used almost 
exclusively by the family and are usually designated as "family 
rooms." There are also those rooms devoted to the service of 
the house, which are ordinarily known as "servant's rooms," or 
" service rooms." 

By this division of rooms we have established the neces- 
sity for a corresponding division of the thoroughfares, for if we 
have family and service rooms we must have family and service 
thoroughfares, and accordingly, any arrangement of the house 
that does not recognize this principle will result in disorder and 
confusion. But owing to the further uses to which the family

rooms are subjected they are susceptible to still another div- 
ision; viz., that of "public and private," which also determines 
the character of the thoroughfares along which they are located. 
And in like manner we must consider the service rooms agree- 
able to their uses as private and service. Accordingly, we have 
the public and private and private and service thoroughfares in 
the first general divisions of the house. 

Considering first, then, the thoroughfares as they relate to 
the family, we have public and private, which include in gen- 
eral the principal porches, vestibule, entrance hall, inner hall, 
family stair hall, family corridors, etc., etc. But as these relate 
to the public, the first four conveniences, as above mentioned, 
only could be made to apply, while the balance belong to the 
provisions for private family requirements. 

But considering the thoroughfares as they relate to servants 
or service, we have private and service, the latter between the 
family and service rooms, and the former between the servants' 
rooms, or servants' and service rooms.

If, then, we are to consider the family rooms of a house by 
the uses to which they are assigned, we are forced to designate 
them as public and private. For example, the bedroom, boudoir 
and study are family rooms, but could only be considered under 
the head of private family rooms. But the reception room, 
drawing room and parlor must be considered both public and 
private. Accordingly, such rooms as properly belong to this 
division of a house must essentially surround the public and 
private thoroughfares of the house. 

But upon a close examination of the uses to which other 
rooms of the house are assigned, we find still another division 
which belongs to the service department, as, for example, the 
kitchen, pantries, laundries, dairies, store rooms, etc., which 
can only be designated as servants' or service rooms, and to 
these are sometimes added the servants' private rooms, such as 
hall, bedroom, bath, verandas, etc., and these must essentially 
surround the private and service thoroughfares of the house. 

Applying this principle we may begin with the cottage and

proceed through all its various evolutions to the palace, with 
the same invariable result. Take, for example, the three room 
house shown as No. 204. We have the family rooms, public 
and private in the living room and bed chamber located on the 
public and private thoroughfares of the house. We also have 
the service rooms, the kitchen and pantry with their service 
route, and so there can be no possible confusion or disorder. 
But the most practical merit is seen when we change this into a 
six room house, as seen in No. 205, where they so readily yield 
to the requirements of added rooms, leaving perfect order in 
their new assignment, and where we now have the dining room, 
which is public and private, added to the family rooms of this 
floor, and the public and private thoroughfares, completing the 
most orderly arrangement. 

Take for our second step the four room house, shown as 
No. 206, where it will be seen that the public and private thor- 
oughfares of the house have the private advantages more espec- 
ially under consideration, i. e., the " place of audience." It 
will be remembered that mention was made in this connection 
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Design J38.

of the matter of entertainment and this room was designated as 
a reception hall. But the rooms located on this thoroughfare 
are those bearing the relation f) the house of public and pri- 
vate, and only one more is added than that of the previous ex- 
ample. We now have the sitting room, dining room, and one 
bed chamber on the public and private thoroughfares of the 
house. 

By examination of No. 207 it will be seen how readily this 
arrangement yields to the requirements of a seven room house 
with its re-assignment of rooms in the most perfect order. 

Believing the reader will be able to pursue the subject, 
along the lines laid down in the previous pages, to the end, we 
will close by giving the analytical result.
